SHANS OF BURMA 


GIVE WEIFD DANCE 


BY TORCHLIGHT 


(By Associated Press) 


Taunggyi, Burma—The recent inaug- 
uration of the Federated Shan States 
was marked by a. remarkable series of 
exhibition dances. These included tri- 
bal dances in which 2-1 of the hill tribes 
of Burma participated, as- well as the 
famous animal and bird dances of the 
Shans. 


The entertainment took place In a 


specially built arena with over 5000 
spectators in attendance. Brilliant and 
unusual lighting was a feature of the 
occasion. The thoroughfares leading to 
the arena were lined with lamps in 


the shape'of lotus blossoms. 'The gov- 
ernor Sir Harcourt Butler, was es- 
corted to his place by 200 torch bear- 
ers carrying torchej_ten_^et^ng_jand> 
.one foot thick, made of bamboo and 
pine chips. 
i 
In the opening parade some of the 


torches used were as much as 50 feet 
In height an-d required fifty or GO- men 
to carry them. Each torch was carried 
by several musicians who beat tom- 
toms and-.played other weird instru- 
ments, 
s, 


Of the tribal dances those of the 


Padaungs are noted for the enormous 
ringS'they wear. The brass rings worn 
about .the neck, arms and legs of one 
woman often weigh over 50 porfnds. 
Those o£ the neck amounting to.about 
15 pounds are considered the most im- 
portant. Their purpose is HP. elongate 
the neck. A girl starts -wearing such 
rings from childhood: 
As the 
neck 


stretches additional rings are added. 
The woman who has the longest neck 


I is considered the most beautiful and 
is the most desired as a wife. 


The Shans in their dances disguise 


themselves as animals nfld birds. Buf- 
faloes, elephants. . tigers, bears and 
cocks were among those ^presented. 
A small dog which happened to stray 
into the -arena was ,so frightened by 
one of the tigers that he hid his tall 
between his legs and awaited in terror 
thc-emi which he thought was about to 
come. 


The Shan states, rich in agricultural 


and mineral products are in the-nOrth- 
ern part of Burma.

Wisconsin City is said to be the first 
in the United States to take such a 
step. 


-Under the new Milwaukee plan the 


city is compelled annually 
to 
set 


aside $250.000. This growing fund is 
allowed to accumulate with compound 
interest untu it reaches an 'amount 
equal to three-fourths of the 
city's 


bonHeci indebtedness.^ After that tima 
tho law provides three-fourths of' the 
annual income from the accumulated 
fund is paid to the city treasury, with 
the principal still allowed to grow by 
the amount, of the city's contribution 
and one-fourth- of the interest.
